_ A 36-year old Grayling man 
accused of taking pain drugs 
used to treat animals at a local 
veterinary clinic was scheduled 
to be formally charged this 
week. 

The man, whose name is being 
withheld by authorities, was 
arrested by detectives from the 
Strike Investigative Narcotics 
Group (STING) on Friday, Oct. 
21, for larceny of a controlled 
substance, Crawford County 
Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said. 

Detectives began investigating 
the suspect last month after Dr. 
Paul Mesack, the owner of the 
Grayling Hospital for Animals, 
observed that the injectable nar- 
cotics used as pain killers for the 
animal patients were not work- 
ing properly, raising the possibil- 
ity that someone was tampering 
with the supply of controlled 
substances. 

Mesack said staff and the clin- 
ic began to suspect that drugs 
had been altered in mid-August, 
and began their own internal 
investigation into the irregulari- 
ties,

Paul praised God for the faith 


of the Roman saints in verse 8, 
he reminded them of his perpet- 
ual prayer for them in verse 9, 
and now pleads with God for an 
opportunity to be with them in 
Rome in verse 10. “!QMaking 
request, if by any means now at 
length I might have a prosper- 
ous journey by the will of God 
to come unto you.” 

First, Paul requested God’s 
will in the means for his trip to 
Rome. “Making request, if by 
any means.....” Little did Paul 
know as he prayed that the 
“means” by which he would go 
to Rome would be as a prisoner 
under Roman guard to face 
Caesar in judgment because of 
his preaching. (Acts 25:11,12). 

Second, Paul requested God’s 
will concerning the timing for 
his trip to Rome. “,...Now at 
length,..”” He will remind them 
in Romans 1:13 how his plans 
to visit them in the past had 
been hindered. And again in 
Romans 15:22: “22For which 
cause also I have been much 
hindered from coming to you.” 
Paul reminded them in verse 23 
of his desire for years to visit 
them.

you and | face. Paul said in 7 
Cor, 1:8-10 that physical weak- 
ness and threat of physical death 
hindered him. 8For we would 
not, brethren, have you ignorant 
of our trouble which came to us 
in Asia, that we were pressed 
out of measure, above strength, 
insomuch that we despaired 
even of life. 9But we had the 
sentence of death in ourselves, 
that we should not trust in our- 
selves, but in God which raiseth 
the dead: 10Who delivered us 
from so great a death, and doth 
deliver: in whom we trust that 
he will yet deliver us.” In 
Acts 14:19-21 Paul was stoned 
and left for dead, yet he contin- 
ued to minister. 

Paul told us in 1 Thess 2:18 
that Satan hindered him also. 
‘18Wherefore we would have 
come unto you, even I Paul, 
once and again; but Satan hin- 
dered us.” Paul said in 2 Cor 
12:7: “7And lest I should be

Students who opt to earn their 
education at home will remain 
on the sidelines when it comes to 
sport teams for the Crawford 
AuSable School District. 

The Crawford AuSable Board 
of Education at its recent meet- 
ing added language to the dis- 
trict’s policy regarding home 
school students and athletics par- 
licipation. The board added lan- 
guage to policy which says “stu- 
dents are allowed to participate 
in athletics if they are a regularly 
enrolled student in the district at 
a minimum of 20 hours per 
week.” 

Home school students seeking 
to participate in teams became 
an issue at the start of the current 
school year when parents of 
Chelsea Chamblee, 14, a ninth 
grader, and Michelle Chamblee, 
12, aneighth grader, who have 
been home schooled for the last 
two years, and Jessica 
Bobenmoyer, 16, an 11th grader 
starting her first school year of 
home schooling, appealed to the 
board to let home schooled stu-

dents be part of the school’ $ ath- 


letic teams. 


The policy became an issue 


when the students were told they 


could not play on the school’s. 


high school and middle school 
gitl’s basketball teams because 
they didn’t meet ee Pty 
requirements. 

Former Crawford AuSable 
Schools Superintendent Milli 
Haug and other school officials 
told the students they must meet 
a requirement established by 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association (MHSAA) which 
says that students must be 
enrolled and passing at least 20 
hours of course work — usually 
four subjects — to play on the 
teams, 

According to the district’s for- 
mer policy for transferring home 
school credits, school officials 
require the students to be tested 
and the home school curriculum 
must be reviewed before the 
credit is accepted. Students may 
have also been required to com- 
plete a higher level course to 
establish proficiency in the sub- 
ject matter. 


The. 5 wupetlatendebt had the 
authority to establish the guide- 
lines for application of the policy | 
in conjunction with building 
administrators and the athletic 
director. 

The students were hoping that 
the board would accept a 
MHSAA alternative requirement 
for home schoolers, recognizing 
the home school work toward the 
20 hour requirement. An aca- 
demic reporting program is 
required under the rule, which 
calls for academic progress 
reports to be conducted every 10 
weeks. 

With the change in policy, ath- 
letic participation will now be 
reserved for students enrolled in 
the district. 

Kim Millikin, the mother of 
the Chamblee girls, said parents 
of the home school students 
offered to pay fees for athletic’ 
participation and to take part in 
the committee which would 
oversee home school student 
athletes.
